During the year, he continued, the new 
Irish Assurance Co., Ltd. had started 


business. This meant the removal of the 


multiple competition, especially in the in- 
dustrial branch, and restricted it to the two 
or three companies which remained doing 
life business in the country. There was every 
reason to look forward to a steady expansion 
in business. 

The Insurance Act, 1936, and the Insur- 
ance (Amendment) Act, 1938, would come 
into full effect after July of this year. The 
New Ireland Company always endeavoured 
to make the insurance business a useful 
public service; the implementing of the Acts 
would help to achieve that object. Under 
the Acts it was necessary to divorce the fire 
and accident side of the business from the 
life assurance business. The directors, there- 
fore, purchased a controlling interest in the 
Irish National Assurance Co., Ltd., which 
had merged its life assurance business in the 
Industrial and Life Assurance Co., Ltd., and 
was a purely fire and accident office. Since Octo- 
ber Ist.? 1939, the fire and accident business 
of the New Ireland Company was being 
serviced by the Irish National Company. 

In the industrial branch, continued’ the 
Chairman, the premium income was £211,160, 
an increase of £7,886 over the previous year ; 
26,751 policies were issued in this branch 
in 1939, assuring the sum of £478,095. The 
increase In premium income in the ordinary 
branch was £8,927. The 1,215 policies issued 
in this branch during 1939 assured £245,284. 


TOTAL INCOME INCREASED 


In the fire and accident branches the net 
premium income for the nine months period, 
ist January, 1939, to Wth September, 1939, 
efter providing for all re-insurances, 
amounted to £84,171 7s. 2d., a reduction of 


£5,925 12s. 9d. on the figure for the full, 


preceding year. : 

The total income for the year from all 
sources amounted to £422,993 8s., an increase 
of £14,810 5s. 9d. Total funds of the com- 
pany increased during 1939 by £99,672 15s. 3d. 
to £1,077,426 13s. 11d. 

The annual valuation of the industrial 
branch business disclosed a surplus of £7,612, 
out of which £7,000 was transferred to profit 
and loss account, leaving £612 to be carried 
forward. The annual valuation of the 
ordirary branch business disclosed a surplus 
of £12,191, ovt of which £6,583 was set 
aside to provide for a reversionary bonus to 
policy holders of all “with profit” policies 
in force on 3ist December, 1939, of an 
addition of £1 for each £100 sum assured; 
£4,000 was transferred direct to an ordinary 
branch reserve fund. The balance of £1,608 
was carried forward unappropriated. 

The directors had decided to create a 
reserve for the ordinary branch, where it 
would be available for future use should it 
ever be necessary. The directors also recom- 
mended a dividend reduced by 5 per cent. 
from last year’s payment, so that a larger 
sum might be available for transfer to 
general reserve. After debiting the profit 
and loss account with all amounts proper 
to it, including £4,500 transferred to general 
reserve, there remained a balance of £3,315, 
out of which the directors recommended a 
dividend of 74 per cent., free of income tax. 


WAR RISK INSURANCE 

In stconding the report, which was 
adopted, Mr. M. W. O’Reilly BHEAS 
director) welcomed the Irish.

The Newest Chapter 


The history of Denmark can be descriied 
as a continual attempt to stand firm agains 
the mighty neighbour in the south. The 
march of the German troops through the 
streets of Copenhagen is but a new chapter 
in this book of history, which began with 
the wars of Charlemagne against the Danish 
King Gottschalk, and which was obviously 
not finished by the plebiscite of 1920, when 
Prussia fulfilled an obligation, postponed for 
more than fifty years, to return the northern 
part of Schleswig to Denmark. 

Gottschalk was the first King to unite the 
whole territory of the Danes under his rule: 
the southern part of Sweden (Schonen), 
probably the original country from which 
the Danes moved westward since the 5th 
century, A.D., the peninsula of Jutland, and 
the islands (Funen and Falster). At this 
time the Danes and the Norvegians were 
connected by relationship. We see that, too. 
at the first time of the Norman invasion of 
Ireland. The connection of Denmark and 
Ireland, both by race and history, from those 
times is well known. 

The history of the Danes has always heen 
interwoven with the history of the Nor. 
wegians. The great mediaeval kings of Den- 
mark, Gorm, Canut, and Woldemar, suc- 
ceeded again and again in maintaining, in 
spite of all opposition, mostly originating in 
the Reich, the peaceful union which for mora 
than a century included evenSweden. [It was 
one of the earliest attempts to form a League 
of Nations. The union lasted till 1814, 
when Denmark was forced to cede Norway 
to Sweden, and, indeed. at the same 
time Heligoland to England, as atonements 
for her attitude during the Napoleonic war. 
But when Norway abandoned the union with 
Sweden in 1905 she elected again a Danish 
Prince as her own King. [n the present 
moment, history links once more together the 
fates of these two countries, 


Hamlet's Castle 


These historical thoughts recall to me the 
days that I spent in Denmark and her 


glorious capital. The King nad cffered 
raciously Eremitagesletten, the grounds and 
each tree forests of his summer residence 


by the sea, to the Bov Scouts of the world. 
I remember very well his slender, tall figure 
when he came to see us in our camp, where 
over 5,000 boys lived together for a fortnight. 
We returned the visit at Amalienborg, and 
Inoked in the classical square at the guarJs 
marching up and down in their pink uniforms 
and high busbies in front of the fine facade 
of the Royal Castle. I saw Fredriksborg and 
Marienlyst, Hamlet’s Castle, the lovely Reval 
water-castles in the North. 

From Helsingoer we looked over the Sound 
to the door of the Baltic sea, for which Eng- 
land had already once fought for against the 
despotism of a continental Power. That was 
in 1807, when she forced Denmark to sur- 
render Copenhagen. 

The Danish landscape is rather like Treland: 
the prevailing colour is green, the cattle graze 
between hedges and fences, and over all is 


the smell of the nearby sea. The absence of 
Ba rocks or stone walls, however, of ruins, 

gs and mist, leaves it without the melan- 
choly of so many Irish scenes. The villages 
and towns almost smell of milk and cheese; 
for the rich Danish grass is excellent for 
milch cattle. A savour of health and beauty 


is everywhere. ‘‘ That is a fine country,’ 
begins the Danish National Anthem. 

One of the characteristic features of Den- 
mark and Danish life is the air of cleanness. 
Copenhagen has been called the cleanest 
capital of Europe (with the exception, 
perhaps, of Stockholm), and with its fine 
architecture, both classical and modern, 1t 13 
a jewel among cities. Westerbroegaden,

NON-PARTY PARLIAMENT 


What, I think, interested me most in talk- 
ing to Professor Nandris was his description 
of the Kumanian Parliament, which since the 
Constitution of 1938 has no political parties.

Playgrounds 


ONCERNING my article of two weeks 
* ago on “Children in Danger,” the Civics 

Institute of Ireland has forwarded its 
report for 1939-1940, together with the infor- 
mation that ‘it controls seven Corporation 
playgrounds, and that* new playgrounds 
shortly will be opened at Pearse street and 
Crumlin. 

-The report states that there are approxi- 
mately 142,000 children under 14 years of age 
in Dublin. ‘Roughly, 71,000 are under school 
age. 
finding play-space for these children when 
they are not in school or in the building (possibly 
only a tenement room) which is their home. 

“Tt is obvious that when children are con- 
strained to play in the streets, not only is 
there obstruction to traffic, and the danger of 
accidents both by day and night, but, more 
than this, there is little hope of inculcating 
a sense of citizenship, a respect for the law, 
or a proper regard for privacy and the rights 
of private ownership. 

‘‘Nor is the harm merely negative—when 
amusement fails and adventure is lacking, 
disfigurement, and even destruction of public 
property are almost sure to ensue, and even 
if petty acts of pilfering are not committed 
the seeds of anti-social behaviour are sown.” 


Saving the Courts 
proceeds the report. 


ES. we, 
‘‘blame the children; who are 


naturally endowed with energy and 
a thirst for adventure, but who are left with 
no place where they may legitimately expend 
the one and satisfy the other? It 1s our aim 
that provision should be made for play-space, 
a Play-leader to guide the children, and suit- 
able things with which to play—thus trying 
to prevent wheat later on the Courts might 
have to punish. 


“Children in the streets have regular sea- 
sons for marbles, tops, hoops, hop-scotch, etc., 
and the better adapted to road surface the 
game is, the more popular it becomes. We 
try, therefore, to attract the children off the 
streets by supplying, if possible, a better 
surface than theirs. It is our aim to provide 
more. variety in games so that the children 
may be continually interested; for failing 
this, they will, inevitably, drift back again 
to the street. 

“ But, more important than the mere pro- 
vision of such activities, is the way in which 
the children learn to play. And herein lies 
the value of the Playleader. They are taught 
to play in a friendly spirit of rivalry, to play 
fair, not to dispute decisions and to respect 
each other’s word.”

Impetuous Tram Drivers 


OUNG friends of mine, well-trained in 
Y trafic sense and rather conscious 

of their traffic rights, complain to me 
that when they are crossing at the Merrion 
square lights, with the green in their favour, 
tramears coming from the city—tramcars 
faced with the red light—push right on to 
the pedestrian crossing, forcing children half- 
way across the road to go back, sometimes at 
the risk of being run over by motor cars 
turning left at the bottom of Merrion street 
into Clare street. 

Tram drivers, apparently are the worst 
offenders, though motorists sometimes trans- 
gress, too. Vehicles always should stop clear 
of the obvious pedestrian crossing, even 
though that crossing may not be marked by 
lines or signs or beacons. Furthermore, 
drivers turning to the left or right at such 
crossings as Merrion square have an obligation 
to travel slowly and to. consider pedestrians, 
who are within their rights in crossing the 
street into which the driver is turning. 

I suppose a cause célébre will be necessary 
to drive these facts into the heads of traffic 
Bolsheviks, so that the sooner we have the 
cause célébre the better for the safety of 
school children who do know how to behave 
in the streets.

A Cork maternity nurse, Mrs. Elle: 
Anthony, Tuckey street, was charged in the 
Central Criminal Court, Dublin, yesterday, 
with the murder of Brigid (Bridie) Kirk 
(26), of Knockgriffin, Midleton, Co. ‘Cork, 
between the Ist and 5th of August, 1939, 
at Lavitt’s quay, Cork. ; 

The story oí the circumstances leading up 
to the alleged murder was told to the Court 
by Mr, McLoughlin, K.C., who, with 
Mr. Barra O Briain, K.C.,and Mr. J. Kealey 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
conducted the prosecution. 

_He described how, on August 4th, 1939, 
Kirk was found in a dying condition at a 
boarding-house in Lavitt’s quay, Cork; how 
a man named John Daly, with whom Kirk 
had been keeping company, had called a 
doctor, and how, later, the girl died, and 
the doctor came to the conclusion that Kirk 
had been about two months pregnant and 
had had an abortion, death being the result 
of drug poisoning. 

Mr. AE bey stated that on Tuesday, 
August Ist, Kirk left Midleton in Daly’s 
motor car, ostensibly to go to Galway races, 
but, in fact, they went to Cork and visited 
the defendant, Ellen Anthony, who knew 
Daly well, and had attended Daly’s wife. 
Kirk had been introduced to her by. Daly. 
They spent the night together in a private 
hotel, and went to a boarding-house at 
Lavitt'’s quay ‘the next day. Anthony was 
seen at the boarding-house four times during 
the day, and on the Thursday she paid 
frequent visits to the house. On August 4th 
Anthony was in the house in Lavitt’s quay 
several times, and was supplied with jugs 
of hot wate’. After Kirk's death the doctors 
concluded that the drugs were abortifacient 
drugs. Nurse Anthony was alleged to have 
told the doctor that Kirk had taken pills 
got from England, with a view to procurin 
abortion, A small bottle of ergot was found, 
but only a normal quantity had ‘een used. 


STATEMENT TO THE 
GUARDS 


In a statement to the police Anthony said 
that when Kirk called to her on the way 
to Galway Races she told her that she had 
taken a box of green pills and a box of black 
pills procured in England. The girl said that 
““her mother would kill her, and asked 
Anthony to “find a place” for her. She 
got a room in Lavitt’s quay for her. On 
the Friday morning Daly called to her to 
say that Kirk was very ill, and when she 
got to Lavitt’s quay an abortion had taken 
place. She pepe some ergot, gave Kirk 
a teaspoonful of it mixed in water, and called 
a doctor. She denied that she had given 
Kirk anything except a teaspoonful of ergot. 

Mr. McLoughlin, commenting on the state- 
ment, said that the fact was that Anthony 
had booked the room for Kirk before she 
had seen Bridie Kirk at all that day. 

Bernard Kirk, the father of the dead girl, 
having given evidence of Daly’s association 
with his daughter, stated in cross-examination 
that he did not know at first that Daly 
was married, and from the time he knew it 
he did not give his daughter his consent 
to go with him. Daly not only gave presents 
to his daughter, but also to the family, and 
he regarded it as being in the nature of 
ayment for keeping seven greyhounds for 
á The day after his daughter’s death 
Daly came to him in the Morgue yard and 
said; ‘‘'Twenty-four hours ago 1 done her 
in. Am I a man or what am I.” 

Mary Kirk, mother of the dead girl, said 
that when she was distressed after hearing 
of her daughter's death Daly said to her 
that if she continued that way she would 
get him twenty years. 

Denis Leahy, night porter, Windsor Hotel, 
Cork, stated that on Áugust 1st Daly and a 
girl stayed in the hotel under the names of 
“Mr. and Mrs. O'Mahony, Main street, 
Carrigtwohill.”’ i 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

Mr, Brannigan, Registrar to the Master of 
the High Court, acted as interpreter in the 
present application. fadú 
Mr. Juatice Black observed that this thing 
was going to become more farcical than he 
had anticipated, because counsel who could 
speak English came into court and were 
unable to address the court in English, while 
counsel on the other side who addressed the 
court in English had to have the reply in 
Irish interpreted to them. He ‘appreciated 
the position of thé Irish language as the 
national language, but it did seem to him to 
be farcical that counsel, who could speak 
English probably better than they spoke 
Irish, had to ey in Irish to everything 
said to them in English. 

Subsequently Mr. Justice Black said that 
he jascely made those casual observations in 
order to assist the parties. He queried 
whether he had the power to direct the ap- 
pointment of an interpreter to appear before 
the Examiner, but he would give every 
assistance in his power to enable the law to 
he carried out. He fixed next Friday for the 
hearing of the motion. 
Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Miss 
Deverell (instructed by Mr, C. B. W, Boyle) 
appeared for the defendant.

The Dublin Corporation, at a special meet 
ing in the City Hall last night, adopted the 
municipal rate of 20s. 9d. in the £ for the 
service of the year ending 3ist March, 1941.

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What of the Night? 


While the news from the war front 
continues to be vague, the position of the 
Allied forces in Belgium and North-West 


France seems, on the whole, to be main- 


tained. The Germans claim to have 
captured the important port of Calais. The 
French and the British deny this claim. 
Yesterday the French announced that 
Calais was being “held firmly’’;. and 
there is no reason to doubt the veracity 
of their reports. The Germans are making 
desperate efforts to clinch their initial 
advantages and to convert tactical suc- 
cesses into a decisive victory. According 
to all accounts, they are throwing 
enormous masses of men and material into 


the battle. It is stated that the German 


High Command even has taken troops 
from the Siegfried Line and the Swiss 


frontier in order to smash the Allied 
armies within the next few weeks ; and 
eye-witnesses at the front speak of 
tremendous losses. At the beginning of 
the last war the Germans made impressive 
advances during the first few weeks; but 
their territorial gains were outweighed 
heavily by their losses in man-power. They 
advanced in mass formation, with the 
result that they were mown down by the 
British riflemen. and the French army’s 
light artillery. Kaiser Wilhelm’s army of 
1914 probably was the most highly- 
disciplined and most thoroughly trained 
body of men that the world ever has 
known; but its moral was shaken badly by 
its terrible losses during the early stages 
of the war, and it never recovered com- 
pletely from the sacrifices which it was 
called upon to make at the Marne. Is 
history repeating itself to-day ?. Frankly, 
we do not know. Very wisely, the Anglo- 
French Allies have decided to give as little 
information as possible to the public, not 
because they have any desire to keep their 
own people in the dark, but because they 
are anxious to keep the Germans guessing. 
There is no point in a refusal to face facts. 
The capture by the Germans of Boulogne 
was a serious blow to the Allied cause, 
It was particularly grave from the British 
point of view, inasmuch as, for the first 
time since the days of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
it brought Great Britain. within sight of 
invasion. 


The British Government has not been 


slow to realise its danger. It has changed 
its Chief-of-Staff, and has placed General 
Ironside in charge of Home : Defences. 
Within the last ten days or so Britain’s 
whole attitude towards the war has 
changed. The old laissez faire theory has 
been scrapped ruthlessly. | England’s 
insulat immunity from invasion has 
become a thing of the past. These “ gentle- | 
men in England, now a-bed,’’ of whom 
the feast of Crispian, realise. to-day that 
they, and those who are dear to them, are 
no safer in their English homes than the 
men who. are in action at the front. The 
aeroplane and the parachute have erased 
the English Channel from the map. 
Possession of the Channel ports would give

dreamed in 1914; and it is quite certain 


that the British Government and the 
British people will fight to the last drop 
of their blood to ward off. the threatened 
attack. It must be remembered that’ the 
French and’ British Armies constitute an 
exceedingly formidable weapon. They are 
supported by magnificent Air Forces, 
which: already have proved themselves in 
fights against heavy odds; and there 
always is the outstanding fact of the 
British Navy. It would be more than 
foolish, theréfore, to assume that a 
decision can be forced on the Western 
front in a few weeks, or even in a few 
months. . Nobody cán deny that the 
Germans have won tactical successes, or 
that their military operations have been 
conducted brilliantly." On the other hand, 
the Allied counter-offensive against the 
German flanks hardly can be said to have 
started. General Weygand has a terrible 
responsibility, which can. be shared with 
nobody. He holds in his hands the fate, 
not only of the French Republic, not only 


States—Czecho-Slovakia, Poland,’ Norway, 


looking to him to defend their indepen- 
dence. At the moment the tide of war 
is ebbing and’ flowing with bewildering 
speed. How it’ all will end: no man can 
tell. All. that can be said with any 
certainty is that the French and British 
armies are intact; that they are fighting 
with unparalleled tenacity, and that the 
peoples of both nations are fully alive at

became main page news. The opening of 
an exhibition, such as the second New 
York Fair, in any other year would not 
attract more than casual notice in the 
outside world. In 1940, however, it is 
an unusual phenomenon. As President 
Roosevelt said in his message of good 
wishes, the Fair is a symbol of inter- 
national commonsense. In the present 
state of things, there are not likely to 
be many visitors from abroad, so that 
the Fair will be even more of a symbol 
than the international meeting place 
which it was last year; but with 
America’s hundred and twenty million 
inhabitants, like the inhabitants of every 
country, compelled to stay at home this 
year whether they like it or not, it may 
not do so badly as might have been 
expected. What it loses on the inter- 
national roundabout should be more than 
made up by the increased profits from the 
local swings. Most nations, while they 
are not in a position to take the same 
interest which they felt last year, have 
decided. to continue to give support, and 
most of last year’s international stands 
have been re-opened. Certain States have 
withdrawn their representatives and have 
dismantled: their huildings, but Mr. La 
Guardia, New York’s Mayor, thinks that 
their absence is no logs. ‘‘ We want no 
international rogues’ gallery here,” was 
his comment, - The New York Fair was 
an effort to promote friendly relations 
between all countries. Last year every 
nation. in the world had its own pavilion, 
which was designed to be a kind of 
microcosm of the nation’s life. The 
visitor to these buildings learnt some- 
thing of the history and traditions of the 
country concerned ; he saw examples of its 
work in the fields of culture and industry ; 
of its efforts to better the life of its people, 
and he learnt something of its aspirations. 
Whatever his nationality, he could not 
‘come away without having acquired some 
new understanding of his neighbours; and 
on leaving the building he was, to some 
small degree, a better citizen of the world 
than when he entered. More than any- 
thing else, it is ignorance and ingrained 
barriers of prejudice that keep the people 
who’ matter—the common peoples of the 
earth—apart. By providing a rendezvous, 
where. they. might meet and ‘‘discover”’ 
one another, as it were, the New York 
Fair hoped to promote better: feelings and 
better understanding.. Even if this year 
its only visitors are Americans themselves, 
it is no less the symbol of ‘international 
commonsense that it was in 1930; ‘for 
while Europe, by all appearances, is bent 
on its own destruction, the New York Fair 
shows that America is determined to con- 
tinue the march towards progress. Already 
the peaceful holiday crowds have begun 
to arrive in large numbers. The fair has 
started well, and all the world will hope 
that its success will not be limited ; for, as 
President Roosevelt said in his message, 
it deserves the greatest possible success.

The Timea in a leading article to-day re- 
marks:—The appointment of Sir Edmund 
Ironside, hitherto Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff, to succeed Sir Walter Kirke as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Home Forces, is 
officially no more than a change of one mili- 
tary officer for another. No doubt the ap- 
pointment of a soldier of such eminence does 
mark definitely the special attention which 
has to be paid to the defence of these islands, 
and should point to the reorganisation and 
completion of military plans for territorial 
security. But it is clearly essential that the 
powers of which a director of home defence 
is. to dispose must be equal to his repre- 
sponsjbilities. Naturally, the defence must 
be entrusted in the main to regular troops, 
for it would be absurd to supnose that the 
local defence volunteers, now being formed, 
or even. the home defence battalions now 
being increased, could conduct the swift and 
overwhelming offensive which is the only suc- 
cessful form of defence against any-kind of 
landing. 

Parachute descents are not the only form 
of attack which may be attempted; and, in- 
deed, the Germans have invariably used them 
as a part of a much larger operation. The 
repelling of an invasion is, therefore, quite 
likely to call into play both sea and air 
forces, as well as the army. There 
are also measures to be taken on land 
which hardly seem to fit into the present 
functions of the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Home Forces. It is only necessary to con- 
sider some of the precautions that are a 
commonplace in other countries with frontiers 
to. defend, and will certainly be no novelty 
to the defence authorities here. For example, 
it may become necessary to declare in good 
time some part of the island an Army zone 
on the French model. There must be a 
corresponding unification and centralisation 


in the Home Defence Command will entail 
the possession of the power,. and of a com- 
bined staff, to direct both the military and 
air forces available for home defence, the 
naval and auxiliary coastal defences, the 
civil Defence Commissioners, the police and 
the local defence volunteers: and he should 
be directly responsible, not to any one of the 
Service departments, but to the Minister of 
Defence, who is, it will be remembered, the 
Prime Minister. . All this points to the 
creation of a different kind of post than any 
which yet exists.

The Prince, who is aged fifty-eight, has 
had a varied life. He has been Chancellor 
of the Kingdom of Hedjaz, Counsellor for 
Foreign Affairs to the late King Hussein, 
Ambassador in Rome and Moscow, and 
Governor of Lebanon. He came to 
Britain with his plan four months ago, 
and now says that there is talk of a holy 
war being waged on behalf of the Allies in 
the Near East, whereas a unified Arabia 
would be far more useful than any holy 
war.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 
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Father Duffu 


So Father Duffy has been immortalised— 
if so transient a medium could brinz 
immortality—in a moving picture. Of all 
the chaplains in the World War, he was, 
perhaps, the most lovable, and many are 
the tales that are told of his personality 
and courage. 

Better still were the tales he himself 
could recount of his fighting Irishmen, of 
the 69th New York Regiment. He would 
recall the incredulity of the men when 
they arrived at their posts at the ‘‘ river”’ 
Ourcq—quickly designated, incidentally, 
the ‘‘O’Rourke’’—whose meagre trickle 
scarce justified the title of ditch. A 
wounded Philip Sidney, he used to tell, 
once refused a mug of water with the 
words: ‘‘Give it to the Ourcq: its need 
is greater than mine.” 

Back in New York, Father Duffy’s work 
went on. Born in Canada, schooled at 


Maynooth, he was cosmopolitan even in, 


that most cosmopolitan of cities. He knew 


everyone: everyone knew him. New Yark,. 


they used to say, was his parish. He 
needed no film to perpetuate his memory. 


Gandhi Cloth 


Mahatma Gandhi is proving himself a 
business man of some considerable ability 
these days; for, as the President of the 
Indian Spinners’ Association, he is selling 
Indian handwoven fabrics to America in 
large quantities. 

In order to prove to Uncle Sam’s 
daughters that they are buying real [ndian 
homespun fabrics, a figure in miniature 
of the Mahatma himself is woven into 
each length of cloth in a way that cannot 
be duplicated. 

Mr. Gandhi has designed his cloths in 
special colourings for America, while pre- 
serving the Indian character of the design. 

The idea, in its entirety, may be a good 
propositior so far as India is concerned, 
but should our tweed manufacturers decide 
to copy it—also in its entirety—I cannot 
imagine, somehow, that the American 
women would take quite so kindly to little 
woven pictures of, say, Mr. de Valera as 
apparently they do to the pictures of Mr 
Gandhi.

“Concrele Ships 


Mr. A. R. Price, of Sutton, Surrey, adds 
to my growing store of information on the 
subject of concrete ships. He writes:— 

It is on record that approximately 79 
concrete ships built around 1918-19 are 
still registered at Lloyds, and the owners 
of these vessels, without exception. praise 
them very highly, and state that they are 
the cheapest vessels to operate they have 
ever had. 

One shipping line operated a vessel of 
ayer -1,000 tons for eight vears, and did 
not have to spend one penny on the 
maintenance of her hull, excepting when 
the vessel had had a collision with a barge. 
The repair bill on this occasion was very 
small, and the damage was remedied in 
record time. 

Much of the criticism made against 
concrete ships is probably due to the fact 
that construction of these vessels began 


only at the end of the last war, and the 
programme was dropped as soon as the 
Armistice was signed. ‘This procedure 
involved the scrapping of a great deal of 


expensive equipment, the cost of which 
would have been borne by a whole fieet of 
ships instead of a mere handful. 

Records show, hawever, that the vessels 
themselves more than justified the setting 
up of plant for their construction, and 
that they are not only seaworthy and 
navigable, but use one-third of the steel 
per vessel] required for steel ships of the 
same capacity and tonnage. 

It may be of interest to know that a 
number -of concrete barges have recently 
been ordered by the Admiralty.

Low-dive bombers attached to the ad- 
vanced air striking force—nearly 50 strong 
on two occasions—have been pounding away 
in night and day raids during the week-end 
on German reinforcements heading for the 
‘Amiens-Arras “ gap ” to support the German 
bid for the Channel ports. 

They left behind them a trail of fire and 
confusion for the loss of only one aircraft, 
despite strong opposition from the ground 
defences. The raids reached their highest 
level of intensity yesterday evening, when, 
in the face of fierce anti-aircraft and machine- 
gun fire, Fairey Battles swooped down as 
low as 200 feet to t mb some of their 
objectives. 


VITAL AREAS 


The raiders concentrated” on three parti- 
cularly vital areas near the Felgian-Luxem- 
burg border; which have become a favourite 
ground for the 'R.A.F.’s advance force. 
Several villages already ablaze from earlier 
raids were again bombed. 

Two important junctions near the Meuse, 
scene of the Germans’ original break-through 
into North-East France and channel through 
which their supplies have been coming ever 
since, were among the targets heavily 
attacked. ' 

Ig. this region also big fires were. already 
raging. ‘An ammunition siding along’ a ¥ail- 
way was attacked from varying heights. 
Troops sheltering beside roads in woods 
caught some of the fury of the onslaught. 

This raid was carried out only a few hours 
after another force of battle ’planes had dive- 
bombed motor transport columns, causing 
considerable confusion and losses to the 
enemy. 


LINE OF LORRIES TRAPPED 


One line of a dozen lorries rumbling along 
a road towards the West was attacked in a 
daylight raid, in which fewer aircraft were 
engaged than in the raids carried out during 
the night. 

All the machines returned ‘safely. 

Hurricane fighters of the advanced air strik- 
ing force spent much of their time yesterday 
searching for combined enemy fighter and 
bomber formations, but, for the first time, 
failed to find any. One pilot encountered a 
twin-engine German aircraft of an unspecified 
type and promptly shot it down. He said 
later: ‘‘I saw one member of the crew bale 
out and another parachute float downwards 
with nobody attached to it.”

_To-day’s Messaggero, for instance, pub- 
lishes panels giving quotations attributed to 
Italian statesmen of the past—all apparently 
favouring the JRome-Berlin axis. ‘Thus 
Mazzini, the great Italian patriot of the last 
century, is credited with the remark: 
‘*German and Italian ideals will meet in 
brotherhood on the free Alps.’ 

Cavour is quoted for the statement, that 
“the alliance of Italy and Prussia will be 
written in history in letters of gold,” and to 
Carlo Alberto, King of Sardmia, who was 
defeated by the Austrians at the Battle of 
Novaro in 1849, is attributed this declara- 
tion:—‘‘ The most beautiful day of my life 
will be when I lead by army into war against 
France.”’ 


AT ITALY’S MERCY 


Efforts. are also being made to convince 
the public how easy it would be to defeat 
the Allies on land and sea. 

Tevere tries to prove that the Allied 
naval and air fleets in the Mediterranean are 
at the mercy of Italy. The Suez Canal, it 
claims, can be blocked by a sunken steamer 
or a landslide; the route to the West cut off 
between Crete and Libya by action from the 
Italian base of Tobruk, and the passage north 
of Crete controlled from the Dodecanese 
Islands. 

“An immediate air attack from Sicily, 
Libya and the Dodecanese is capable of 
destroying the Allied Air Forces in Egypt, 
Palestine and Syria, thus winning us dominion 
of the air, T'erere continues optimistically. 

“ I, must also be remembered that a great 
part of the world’s strongest submarine fleet 
is conveniently based. Each ship sunk is a 
rib broken in the skeleton of the British 
Empire.’’

CO-OPERATING NATIONS 


On our three thousand miles of boundary 
with our great neighbour to the North, said 
Mr. Gray, there is not a gun or a barrier, 
and in reaffirmation of our traditional Monroe 
Doctrine the President has in effect _ 
claimed that whoever tries to take Canadian 
territory must reckon with Canada’s neigh- 
bour.

All this is admittedly only a beginning. but 
the whole Western hemisphere feels its effect. 
Our relations with our fellow-American demo- 
cracies have never been so friendly. Trust 
is misplacing distrust, and the groundwork 
is being laid for a group of co-operating 
nations, equal in sovereignty and diguity, 
though not in strength or size. In such a 
framework peace may be expected to prevail, 
trade and prosperity to increase, but only so 
long as each individual in the group adheres 
to the Christian code. There is no neutrality 
possible in this sphere, no middle ground. 
One subscribes to the moral law or to the 
law of the jungle. 

The most unpleasant American trait that 
I am aware of is our habit of giving other 
people good advice. The most unpleasant 
Americans that I know are those who feel 
that they are anointed world leaders and 
talk solemnly about American leadership. 
There is only one kind of leadership that is 
entitled to respect, and that is the kind 
that goes out in front without preaching and 
uts its own advice into practice. And 
locas I believe the American Government 
is now honestly trying to lead in this way 
on our own side of the ocean, I have 
ventured to speak of it. 


TIME FOR COURAGE 


On this side of the world, said the 
Minister, tragic events are unfolding, the end 
of which cannot be foreseen. Jungle law has 
broken loose. There are those who believe 
that European civilisation is on the verge of 
disappearing, just as classic civilisation broke 
down fifteen hundred years ago.

He hoped that that fact would 
be borue in mind when it came to re-shaping 
Europe after the present war.

President. Roosevelt’s “‘ fireside chat” has 
a mixed reception in the New York evening 
Press. General agreement is expressed with 
his insistence on adequate internal defence 
measures, but division becomes evident 
wherever the domain of home politics is 
touched. 

The New York Telegram says that Mr. 
Roosevelt is conscious of the dangers of the 
position, and has been for a long time, but 
hesitates to impose on the nation the sacrifices 
which these dangers demand. 

The American people, it adds, is strong 
enough to accept challenges. 

The New York Sun reproves the President 
for using the argument of. national defence to 
save the New Deal, and criticises the 
organisation of his rearmament plans. 

The speech is welcomed as reassuring by 
the New York Post. The President’s words, 
it says, were not based on facile optimism. 
When he appealed for funds for the Red 
Cross his voice showed how he judged the 
danger on the other side of the Atlantic. 

Mr. Stephen Early, President Roosevelt’s 
Secretary, said in Washington to-day that 
the President had received many messages of 
congratulation on his “‘ fireside chat.’

IN A DUBLIN SQUARE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Our civil consciousness is heightened, 
our civic conscience should be stirred in 
these ‘times when the Great Powers are 
benevolently moulding a new metropolitan 
physique on the European mainland. 

Just as every citizen is prepared to shed 
his blood for his ce » to make every 
useful sacrifice for the benefit of the com- 
munity, so, in peace time, he should oppose 
with the utmost violence all attempts to de- 
face those monuments, public squares or 
buildings, streets or parks, which are the 
dignity of the metropolis and a living re- 
minder of our history and of our achieve- 
ment. 

And though some may argue that the pre- 
sent community has physically out-grown 
the shell it could: never fill socially, though 

atriots see in those warm brick pages writ 
Jarge the message of a past and shameful 
tyranny, though the majority of our archi- 
tects, by the seven lamps of their indus- 
trial gesthetic, can see naught in these old 
town houses but windows that need archi- 
traves, flat fagades that lack both string 
courses and cornices of reconstructed stone, 
yet there cannot be anyone who has passed 
along the north side of the Jargest of our 
fine squares during this current week who 
has not blushed with shame and bitterness 
at what he has seen there. 

The houses in this square rely for effect 
on fenestration and delicacy of window-de- 
tail, on the colour and texture of the brick- 
epidermis, on the judicious use of wrought 
iron grilles, and on the variety in treatment 
of the door-opes; the square gathers majesty 
from the close repetition of this unit- 
house; and, as the facades are flat, and run 
through, each .block is faced with an im- 
mense rose-coloured skin of brickwork, from 
which only the plaster in each window-re- 
veal projects about a quarter of an inch to 
add emphasis to the impressive and well- 
proportioned window-statement. 

Break the conspiracy of equality which 
made this enlightened unity possible and 
wantonly mar our grandest cenotaph. 

The facade of the dissenting house has 
within the last weex been rendered in cement 
plaster, thus not only breaking the unity of 
the square, but suppressing its two most 
pleasing attributes, colour and texture. 

In more enlightened times the perpetrator 
of this grotesque crime against the city would 
have been condemned instantly to remove the 
accursed plaster with his finger nails; if this 
cannot be so let us at least hope that the 
City Fathers’ attempt to foil his ssthetic 
sabotage does not prove abortive.—Yours,

THE GALWAY ELECTION 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,—One finds it extremely difficult to 
follow the trend of Dr. Ryan’s speech at 
Claregalway in connection with the West 
Galway by-election. He asserts that the 
Fine Gael Party decided not to contest the 
election because they ‘‘ considered that the 
national and international situations were 
such that they thought the Fianna Fail 
candidate should have the seat uncontested.”’ 

Is it not the truth that Mr. Cosgrave made 
a strong appeal to Mr. de Valera in the Dail 
not to move the writ to fill the vacancy, in 
view of the grave conditions prevailing, and 
that Mr, Cosgrave’s party actually withdrew 
their own motion to fill the Kilkenny vacancy ? 
Mr. de Valera, however, decided that his 
party would proceed with the writ for the 
Nest Galway vacancy, thereby inviting a 
contest, and, in the words of Dr, Ryan— 
although in effect contradicting what he had 
already said—Fianna Fail ‘‘ thought it would 
give an opportunity to Sinn Fein and other 
organisations to put up a candidate.’’ Now 
when a party called Clann na Talmhan puts 
up a candidate Dr. Ryan goes on to say that 
it is “very strange’ that they ‘‘should 
challenge an election.” 
Again, in the words of Dr. Ryan, Fianna 
Fail ‘‘are standing in this election for the 
right of the Government to rule,” but is it 
nothing short of a scandal, even on the 
broad issues which Fianna Fail are now ap- 
pealing to the West Galway electorate, that 
they could not be straightforward? Surely, 
Fine Gael—or any other Opposition Party for 
that matter—did not “ challenge an election.” 
It was Mr, de Valera himself, when he re- 
fused to heed Mr. Cosgrave’s appeal not to 
force the by-election at the present juncture. 
Mr. Derrig, Minister for Lands, speaking 
at Oughterard, is equally hard to understand, 
“ Recent, events in Europe,”’ he said, ‘‘ had 
more than justified’’ the decision of Fine 
Gael not to contest the election, adding that 
their action had been welcomed -by the 
people. True, but how does Mr. ws recon- 
cile his statement with Mr. de Valera’s 
action in insisting that the by-election should 
take place now, although the vacancy exists 
for practically 12 months? Fine Gael saw, 
in the words of Mr. Derrig, that “it. was not 
a time for divisions—still less for electoral 
contests—on points of party policy.” The 
Taoiseach thought and acted otherwise, 
hence the West Galway by-election. 
An opportunity is still in the offing to test 
the sincerity of Fianna Fail. Should Mr. 
Cosgrave’s party re-consider therr decision and 
move the writ to fill the Kilkenny vacancy 
occasioned by the death of one of its own 
members, will Fianna Fail enter the contest ?—

NEW YORK, Monday. 

Officials of the United States Lines stated 
to-day that they had not been officially in- 
formed of the Berlin report, published in the 
newspapers here, alleging that the safety of 
the refugee liner, President Roosevelt, was 
threatened. 

They added that they were not going to 
wireless to the ship’s master about the report 
issued by German Official News Agency in 
Berlin. It said that “ a trustworthy source ”’ 
in Boston, Massachusetts, had revealed that 
the British were planning to blow up the 
President Roosevelt during the return trip to 


the United States loaded with Americans. 
The British would then charge it to the 
Germans, the agency said, thus arousing 


American sentiment to bring the United 
States into the war on the Alhes’ side, 

The 13,889 tons liner, President Roosevelt, 
is now on her way to Eire to bring back 
Americans who wish to leave the British 
Isles. 

The United States Department announced 
in Washington to-day that every precaution 
had been takep for the safety of the liner, 
but that the Department had not received 
any official notification of the German report 
alleging British designs against her.

Arrangements in connection with the 
arrival of the President Roosevelt at Galway

Harbour Commissioners this evening. 

After hearing details of the accommodation 
at various city hotels, the Commissioners were 
satisfied that Galway would be able to cater 
without difficulty for the biggest possible 
number who may arrive here to board the 
liner. The tender, Cathair na Gaillimhe, will 
be used in connection with the liner’s arrival 
for the first time since it took survivors 
of the Athemia off the Knute Nelson in 
September last. 

Arrangements were also made to supply 
the liner with 150 tons of water, and details 
of the embarking of passengers were dis- 
cussed. i 

During the past few days a number of in- 
quiries were received from _ intending 
passengers at the United States Consul’s 
agency at Galway docks, All inquiries, with 
one exception, were from American citizens 
in Galway who had received an extension of 
their passports, and have been here for a 
year or more. 

The President Roosevelt is expected to 
arrive in Galway at the week-end.
